How TV quiz experts get that way 


YAN YOU name all the British prime ministers since 19007 What 
CC is the longest river in the world? Who was the first woman 
to swim the English Channel? 

Stumped? If you've been watching any of the big quiz shows on 
television this past season you've probably experienced this feeling 
of frustration and bafflement before. How is it that an eight-year-old 
boy or a young university professor can call up at will the answers to 


these questions, while you sit with your mind as blank as a blow: 


,? 


Quiz experts have become national heroes ove the past winter 
long with the usual leaders of the popularity polls baseball players. 
hit-parade songsters and movie stars. Ordinary people of all ages 
have become aware and suddenly very impressed with knowledge. We 
all want to become experts in some field. Families play back the quiz 


shows to test one another at dinner tables. 
Are quiz experts born or made? 


But is it a good thing to be able to recite the names of all the 
welterweight boxing champions of the last twenty vears. or to remem- 
ber when and how every opera was first performed and who sang the 
leading roles? And if we did want to retain this kind of knowledge. 


, 


is it possible for an ordinary person? Are the quiz experts people 
born with a special kind of mind or memory? Should this kind of 
knowledge be encouraged in our children? 

Every one of us has a memory. We can all recall some proportior 
of what we have learned at school or read since. We've all had the 
experience of doing something as a child. like riding a bieyele. and 
years later when we climb on the bicycle finding we can still ride 
Another time. you may be talking to someone about your childhood 
and you suddenly remember an incident you had forgotten about for 
vears. This is memory—the ability to bring back to mind something 
done or learned before 

(Juiz experts have memories that have been developed to a much 
higher degree than the average person s. They collect facts in’ the 
same way that other people collect china or stamps. They have filing 
cabinet minds and they eagerly store away knowledge like a squirrel 
hoarding nuts for winter You may read a book review. Two days 
later you may not remember any specific details about it except 
general impression of whether you'd like to read the book or not 
But a quiz expert will probably file the title away along with the 
titles of other books written by the same author. He might even file 
away the name of the publisher and the number of pages in the book 
and the names of the chief characters. Both of you are using you! 


memory. But you are both using it for your own particular purpose= 
How the experts fail 


Many quiz experts are self-taught and many of them learn fron 
rote. Most of them confine themselves to one particular field in which 
they become experts astronomy, race horses. chemical formulas

spill out their specialized knowledge and 
they are far more confident than the 
rest of us that they have the right an 
swers to questions in their field 

But few of these quiz experts are 
creative people They rarely want to 
write stories oO paint pictures or com 
pose music even though they may be 
ible to name all the important authors 
or artists or composers, and when they 
were born and died. Even fewer of them 
have what commonly known as an 
analytical mind. Often they may be able 
to tell you exactly how many men were 
killed in a certain battle and how the 
battle was fought, but they can't tell you 
what political issues led up to the wat 
The quiz experts like facts that are spe 
cific and easily tabulated The over-all 
issues often don't interest them at all 

Its a good idea then not to confuse 
this faculty of knowing all the answers 
with intelligence Intelligence is more 
than the acquisition of unimportant in 
formation. Intelligence is the ability to 


pick out the important facts from. the 
unimportant facts, to consider this in 
formation and come up with a sensible 
and sound conclusion 

Of course this doesn’t mean the quiz 
experts are simply clever human parrots 
They are very bright people who have 
trained their minds in a special way 
They have a keen desire to acquire facts 
and they have a sense of reward or re 
lief when they do so, just as other peo 
ple get satisfaction from saving money 

Actually the memory is a wonderful 
recording instrument of what. interests 
us most. If you can’t remember names 
or you cant keep the international situa 
tion clear in your mind, yet you can 
remember almost to a word what was 
said about the woman across the street 
at lunch the other day—you know which 
subject’ interests you most But many 
people who are keenly interested in a 
particular subject, say politics, couldn't 
tell you who sat in what cabinet at what 
time or how long the party stayed in 
power. They wouldn't shine at all on a 
quiz show 

It is the ability to summon up a single 
required fact that most amazes quiz audi 
ences. Quiz experts, of course. have been 
stocking their minds carefully for years 


just as a grocer stocks his shelves. They 


aren't reaching around, as most of the 
rest of us are, in a rather untidy hall 
closet with the goods we use most at the 
front and other odds and ends tossed 
away in corners 

Phe quiz expert is adroit at prompting 
himself if the answer doesn't readily come 
to mind. He will nose around the fact 
letting anything that comes to his mind 
pop up and hoping that one of these 
scraps of information will lead him to the 
right answer. If there are several parts to 
the questions, the quiz expert will start to 
work on the hardest part and then when 
his time is up he will spin out the answers 
to the parts that he knows best. hoping 
that the answer to the hard part will 
come when it is needed 

Most of the quiz experts themselves are 
not overly impressed with their own 
minds.

In Charles Van Doren’s fam 
ily it is a tradition to be interested in 
learning. When he was growing up, if a 
member of the family had forgotten the 
meaning of a word or a fact about a cer 
tain event, he went to the dictionary or 
encyclopedia to check it. But Charles Van 
Doren himself admits that he ts only 
using a small part of his mind when he 
appears on quiz shows 

Iry to teach your children to have 
curious, Open minds and to observe ac 
curately. Above all, try to make learning 
an adventure. Never put your children 
off with an “I don’t know” or “Don't 
bother me Always take the attitude. 
‘Let’s find out.” Make them thoroughly 
familiar with the dictionary and the li- 
brary. Show them by example that the 
pursuit of knowledge is a pleasure. not a 
chore to be reserved for the classroom 
and shrugged off with relief afterward 
Teach your children—not to be quiz ex 
perts, but to be interested in the world 
about them. to take the trouble to get 
accurate information about the things 
that interest them and to use to the best 
of their ability the marvelous machine in

In the new era of 
medicine just dawning, knowledge of the 
nurturing of a child’s emotions must be- 
come equally accepted. A baby who is 
fed food alone, without being held and

It should be kept in mind of course 
that their only function will be decora- 
tive, and with this project the shutters 
cannot be half the size of the windows 
they are supposed to cover Present 
windows tend to be lower and wider, 
and very often there are two together, 
which means that a single shutter, for 
good proportion, should be about one 
third of the window area in width. The 
length should be to the top of the fram- 
ing, measured from the bottom of the 
sill. (These are outdoor terms, and are 
not to be confused with the window 
sash ) 

The actual size of the shutter is not 
critical, but if you measure the actual 
window frame (outside where it is fitted 
into the wall) and take one third of this 
measurement for a guide, you will come 
fairly close to the correct width. If you 
are restricted because of a drain pipe or 
other part of the house, you can cut off 
a couple of inches or so without serious- 
ly upsetting the appearance 

Which windows should you do? Large 
living-room and dining-room windows do 
not lend themselves to this decoration, 
which should be confined to the smaller 
windows or groups of windows in the 


house 


1. Cut pieces of %4-inch plywood GIS 
(good, one side) to the proper size. With 
the good side up, border each piece with 
2-inch-wide, door-stop molding (or nar- 
rower window stop, if your shutters are 
going to be small). The flat side of the 
door stop should face the centre of the 
shutter. Give each piece two good coats 
(back and front) of boiled linseed oil 

2. Now, decide where you want to place 
the centre dividing strip of door stop. It 
need not necessarily be in the centre. It 
may be one third of the distance from 
the top, or one third of the distance from 
the bottom, depending on the effect you 
want. In the exact centre it tends to 
broaden the wall; close to the bottom it 
seems to reduce height; and close to the 
top it gives the appearance of height. 


When you select the centre strip, it Is a 
good idea to round off the flat side, to 
make it uniform. (If you prefer, you can

Garden, published in New York in 
1835, contained not a single refer- 
ence to day liles or Hemerocallis l 
found it hard to believe that this 
flower, which thrives now like a weed 
was not even mentioned one hundred 
and twenty-two years ago Then I 
learned that day lilies were first 
brought to this continent from Asia 
by the captains of the clipper ships 
as presents for their wives. My edi 


tion of The Flower Garden was writ 


ten in England and “adapted to the 
climate of the United States and 
doubtless word of this clipper cargo 
had not reached London by 1835 
For decades after the clippers 
sailed these hardy perennial were 
simply the orange lilies that bloomed 
riotously in July gardens, but by 1930 
keen gardeners were aware that there 
were various species of day lilies and 
1 lot of interesting hybrids. The fan 
tastiic boom came between 


1950 when no fewer than three thou 


ind varieties of day lilies ere mn 
troduced in average of almost one 

lay! 

Since then, enthusiastic hybridizer 
have kept teadily at it and there are 
now day lilt to cover th eason 
from Jur » September. There a 
giant da Lilie dwar la ilfes 
ruffled da | id lili with 
reflexed petals The color wheel ot 
day lilies ranges from pale. delicate 
vellow thre h deep sunny old, 
orange warm red to mahogany, and 
on to peach-pink.

In fact. so many changes and im- 
provements have been made that even 
the name no longer applies in some 


cases! Their botanical name, Hemero- 


O’REILLY 


means “beauty-for-a-day,” and 
the characteristic of the day lily was 
that its flowers faded at sunset and 
others Opened next morning to take 
their place. (This ts true even of the 
cut ones in the house.) Now there are 
not only day lilies whose flowers last 


several days, but there a

blooming Hemerocallis (a slight con 
tradiction in terms but very nice for 
the dinner table). All these wonders 
are not on the market yet, but among 
the more than three thousand already 
in circulation I feel sure you will find 
day lilies that will give you years of 
pleasure and with absolutely no

The truth is there is very little I 
need tell you about the growing ot 
day lilies. What you buy is a smal 
cluster ol untidy-looking roots 
technically rhizomes ot prostrate 
rootlike stems emitting roots with 
a short stalk sticking out of it.

The Flower Garden in 1835 called suc- 
cinctly “very rotten dung™! Day lilies are 
practically free of insect pests and dis- 
eases, for they are not true lilies with 
vulnerable scaly bulbs. The worst that 
may afflict them would be an occasional 
thrip which an all-purpose spray or dust 
containing DDT will easily control. 

As the long day-lily season opens this 
month and stretches through the sum- 
mer weeks, I suggest you watch for these 
attractive flowers in the gardens you visit 
so that you may decide on your favor- 
ites. Notice, too, the other flowers that 
bloom at the same time in your locality 
You can design a lovely, easy-to-keep, 
perennial border around your day lilies 
if you will choose them carefully to give 
a succession of bloom and select com- 
panion flowers in attractive contrasts 
And, by the way, they say you can 
transplant day lilies not just in the spring 
and the fall but any time, even while 
in bloom. So if you admire one particu 
larly and very politely in a friend’s gar 
den, don’t refuse to accept it because 
it is still flowering! 

I can never resist yellow in the gar 
den, so I have the old-fashioned lemon 
lilies to open my day-lily season. They 
are not large but they are sweet-scented 
and their clear yellow stands out in 
spring bouquets of lilacs, tulips, and blue 
iris. This year | am going to have Little 
Cherub to carry over into July, for I 
have never had a dwarf day lily and this 
one is only a foot high with “beautiful 
clear yellow flowers, full and gracefully 
shaped with segments overlapping.” For 
July and August | have Hyperion in soft 
canary yellow followed by Colonial 
Dame which blooms from midsummer 
into fall with large apricot-colored flow 
ers. Its petals are semirecurved with 
ruffled edges, flushed to a delicate tan 
at the centre 

But you will be more venturesome, | 
hope, and plunge on Fulva Rosea, which 
is “lustrous scarlet pink.” or on Autumn 
Red or Garnet Robe The day lily has

Choose a fine day. Take everything 
out of the closet and air all items pos 
sible on the line. If it's a windy day, keep 


hangers from blowing off by hooking one 
hanger over the line with another hanger 
next to it, hooked in the opposite direc 
tion. Place one garment over both han 

ers and it will stay on the line. Air gat 
ment bags too. Dust them, turn them 
inside out and use a whisk for the cor 


ners. 


Mothproof the closet 


Vacuum the floors and walls, paying 
particular attention to corners and cracks 
If the walls are painted wood, wash with 
water and a detergent recommended for 
wood. If it’s a cedar-lined closet, rub the 
walls with oil of cedarwood. Or paint 
them with a new type of paint which 
gives off the smell of cedar and is meant 
especially for closets 

Spray the inside of the closet with in- 
secticide. If you've had moths in the past, 
disinfect the entire closet area with DDI 
solution. For carpet beetles, a spray of 
two percent of chloradane or one-halt 
percent of lindane is effective. A spray 
of ten percent DDT dust blown into 


cracks gives added protection 


Garment bags for large items 

If possible, devote one closet entirely 
to seasonal storage. Place clothes in seal 
ed garment bags for moth protection. If 
the bag has no moth-crystal pocket use 
a plastic vegetable bag—the kind with 


holes in it—and tie it to the top rod u 


side the bag. The fumes from the crystals 
are heavier than the air in the bag and 
sink, protecting all surfaces of the cloth 
ing. Crystals in the bottom of the bag 
give little or no protection to the top 
Check 
throughout the summer and replace 


parts of the clothing crystals 


they evaporate 


Plastic-wrap the scarves 

Small plastic bags and rolls of clear 
plastic wrapping should be used for 
scarves, mitts, long woollies, etc. Put in 
a handful of moth balls or crystals, then 
seal bags with cellulose tape. The plastic 
wrap seals itself. Small items, wrapped 
separately, can be piled on the top shelf, 
are easy to identify, and can be taken 
down individually when needed 

Have articles clean and dry _ before 
storing. All the woolens should be wash- 
ed or dry-cleaned. Other winter fabrics, 
if not soiled, should be aired, brushed, 
and any spots removed. It is safest to 
have all the clothes cleaned. Put moth 
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crystals in all clothes pockets and cul 


where dust collects during storage 


Cleanup for hats 
Keep separate hat boxes for winter and 
ummer hats. Wash a woolen beret and 


slip it over a luncheon or tea plate the 


same size to dry. Clean felt hats by rub 
bing with stale hard ends of rye bread 
Rub with the breadside toward hat, like 
sandpaper. Brush with a clothes brush 
White felt hats need a little different 


treatment: rub into the surface a mixture 


of 's cup corn meal, cup salt and 
cup cornstarch. Leave overnight, then 


brush off. Air and dust the box, too 


Remember felt is wool, so use moth 
crystals tied in a bag and taped to the 
lid of the box. Tie the box securely shut 
or, better still, seal the edges with tape 
Don't store anything on the floor of the 
closet: this is the first place dust gathers 


and this dust moths love. 


Curtain rods hold shoes 


Store shoes in a shoe bag or on racks, 
not on the floor. Stretch clear plastic 
wrap over the exposed part of the shoes 
Rig % simple rack for the end wall of the 
closet or the back of the cupboard door 
by nailing on an expandable curtain rod 
and hanging high-heeled shoes over the 


rod 


Summer storage for leathers 


Renew suede by going over it with 
Clean cloth dampened in a small amount 
of vinegar. Then brush with a wire brush 
Spots or shine on suede shoes or purses 
may be removed by brushing lightly with 
fine emery cloth. Patent leather, if mud 
splashed, can be cleaned and shined using 
one third water and two thirds vinegar 
Wipe with a clean dry cloth. Vaseline 
also restores the shine to patent leather 


and helps prevent cracking. 


Wipe muddy rubber overshoes with a 
damp cloth, then rub with vaseline 
Stuff with newspapers to hold their 
Shape. Rubbers and galoshes look like 
new if given a coat of liquid shoe polish 


Rub and polish well 


Leather snow boots or skate boots 
should be rubbed with neat’s-foot oil 
(from sports or hardware stores) to re 
condition the leather. (Do not put oil on 
ski boots for it will make them too 
pliable. Polish instead with boot polish.) 

Shine purses with shoe polish the ap 
propriate color or with natural-shade 
polish. A good furniture wax will bring 
up the shine on colored leathers too. @
